A five weeks’ perspective indicates considerable success 
for this Chapter in the turning point of the year—the rushing 
season.

Another matter in connection with the Association is 
being advanced—the perfection of the rental scheme of the 
House. Up till now the Chapter has paid a lump rental; it is 
now proposed to pay individual rents directly to the Associa- 
tion. The change will in all probability be effected this 
Spring. The finances of Resident Chapter and Association 
are, in general, in excellent condition.
